How is the score changing? 

• Increased accuracy: New model predictive performance is enhanced 

• Prediction change: Now limited to placement risk within two years 

(re-referral model being retired) 

• Allegation variables added: 22 new weighted variables based on the allegation type(s) of the 
child's current incoming referral and any prior referrals 

• Birth record variables added: 20 new weighted variables that utilize information collected in 
county birth records (back to 1999) if a child on the incoming referral is positively matched - 
including identified parent ages, education levels, smoking habits, etc. 

• PA DHS (i.e. f public welfare) variables removed due to uncertain/unstable data coverage and 
future availability 

• Behavioral health diagnosis variables removed due to major changes/inconsistencies in data 
categories (general BH involvement still captured) 



Low Risk Protocol 


• Triggered when the referral receives a low-score and all children are 
above age 12 

• 4.2% of all referrals (estimated) 

• The disposition will default to " Screen out: information does not meet 
legal definition of child maltreatment' 

• An override would be required to screen in

High Risk Protocol

• 20 % of all referrals (estimated) 

• The disposition will default to "Accept: open investigation" 


• An override would be required to screen out 


• ACT remains an option

• The family screening score can be 
generated from the call info screen 
after all of the clients are entered and 
searched. 
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• For KIDS entered referrals, the 
allegations should be entered prior to 
generating the Family Screening 
Score.
